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Ninth Annual Ohio Latino Arts Association Conference 

to be Held at CMA 

CLEVELAND — On Saturday, June 16, the Ohio Latino Arts Association (OLA A) will hold its annual 
conference at the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA). The conference, titled El Milenio Latino (The 
Latino Millennium), will feature a keynote speech by Joseph M. Cintron, professor of foundation and 
painting at the Cleveland Institute of Art (CIA); an awards ceremony; two panel discussions, on arts 
funding and arts outreach; tours of Spanish and pre-Columbian art led by CMA staff; dance and music 
performances and workshops; mask making; and slide lectures. The conference will take place from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and is expected to draw 500 attendees from various backgrounds. The morning of the 
conference attendees may check in and have coffee, juice, and pastries beginning at 8:30 a.m. Advance 
tickets (lunch included) are $40 ($20 students). Tickets at the door are $45 ($25 students). Workshop-only 
passes (lunch not included) may be purchased for $25 ($10 students).

Gallery and Exhibition Tours 

At 10 a.m., participants may choose from five tours led by CMA staff, including a tour — in the Spanish 
language — that explores materials and techniques used in Spanish paintings. English-language tours 
will focus on works by Pablo Picasso; Spanish paintings; pre-Columbian art; and the exhibition 
Peruvian Portraits: Javier Silva Meinel Photographs (May 26-Aug. 1). All begin in the north lobby. 

Keynote Speaker and Awards Ceremony 

At noon, Joseph M. Cintron will present his lecture in Gartner Auditorium. Cintron, a noted portraitist 
and native of Puerto Rico, has taught at CIA for more than 40 years. His work has been included in 
many exhibitions throughout Ohio. 

Immediately following the lecture, an awards ceremony will recognize best Latino artist and 
organizations that have given outstanding support to Latinos in the arts. 
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Performances, Slide Lectures Offered 

Contemporary and traditional dances will be performed from 1 to 2 p.m. The Tom and Susana Evert 
Dance Company will present a contemporary dance piece, Alma de la Tierra{The Soul of the Earth), in 
Gartner Auditorium. Tepehuani Nelli, a Mexican folk dance company, will present traditional pre- 
Columbian dances in the Outdoor Garden Court. Andean music performed by Sangre Boliviana will 
entertain visitors in the north lobby. 

From 2:10 to 3:10 p.m., Angelica Pozo's slide presentation will explore the work of the Public 
Artist (Room AV), including murals and art that decorates schools. 

From 2:10 to 4:10 p.m., Planeta Azufs Felix Diaz and Rosario Fernandez (Mexico), professional 
puppeteers, will entertain audiences with Puppet Theatre of Mexico (Room F). 

At the same time, Pedro Adorno (Puerto Rico), director of the theater company Agua, Sol y 
Sereno, will present Theatre, Dance, and Community in rooms H and I. His slide show will explore and 
document the interaction of his theater company with Hispanic communities in Puerto Rico and the U.S. 

At 3:20 p.m., professional percussionist Tony Vazquez will present Perspectiva Latina (Room D). 
He will demonstrate congas, timbales, bongos, and other percussion instruments. 

Hands-on Activities 

The following dance, music, and art workshops will be offered in the lower level education classrooms 
from 2:10 to 3:10 p.m.: 

Traditional Dances of South America (Room B). Ana Dumett (Columbia) will introduce the basics 
of the most popular dances of South America. 

Drum Making (Room D). Craig Woodson will guide participants as they create drums made of 
household materials. 

Paper Sculpture { Room E). Led by Mario Kujawski (Argentina), participants will create 
contemporary, geometric sculptures. 

These workshops will be offered from 3:20 to 4:20 p.m.: 

Mexico: Danza, Tradiciony Cultura (Room B). Lily Corona Moreno and Arcelio Andrade (Mexico) 
will teach traditional Mexican dances, including an explanation of costumes and each dance's 
history. 

Mask Making (Room E). Rafael Valdivieso (Equador), or "Raffo," will guide participants as they 
create traditional masks from Ecuador.
